Druse ask 
to express 
condolences

ACRE. — Druse notables have asked 
for permission to cross into Lebanon 
to express their condolences to the 
family of the murdered leftist Druse 
leader Kamal Junblatt. 

Among them is the spiritual leader 
of the Druse community in Israel, 
Sheikh Amin Tarif, Deputy Minister 
of Agriculture Sheikh Jaber Mu'adl 
and the heads of local authorities in 
Western Galilee. 

Sheikh Mu'adi published a state- 
ment urging the Lebanese govern- 
ment to do everything possible to dis- 
cover the murderers of Junblatt and 
to try them in order to set on exam- 
ple and to save the Lebanon from 
further internecine hostilities and 
religious conflicts. “Political 
murder is not and cannot be a means 
to resolve such conflicts.” he stated. 

Leading members of the Arab lef- 
tists, particularly of the Rakah Com- 
munists. also have asked for permis- 
sion to go to Lebanon to convey sym- 
pathy to the bereaved family. The 
man who submitted the request for 
the group is Haifa advocate All 
Rafa. 

On Friday some 1,000 Druse 
residents of the Golan Heights brav- 
ed heavy storms to hold a memorial 
service at their prayer house in Ma- 
Jdal Shams, the largest village on the 
plateau.

For a time it served as staging 
point for Cuban and Soviet military 
aid to pro*- Marxist forces In Angola 
that later defeated pro-Western 
groups. 

Ngouabl, a French-trained 
paratroop captain, seized power in a 
military coup on August S, 1968 to 
become the country's third ruler. In 
December 1969 he proclaimed a 
Marxdst-style “peoples republic," 
adopting a red flag with hammer 
and sickle bordered by palm leaves, 
and taking the “Internationale' ' as 
national anthem. 

Although maintaining relations 
with China throughout his years In 


power — he often wore Mao-style 
suits — he was reported to have 
followed cultural courses given by 
French aid workers and lessons in 
Mandst-Leninist theory offered by 
Soviet advisers. 

He encouraged aid and investment 
from France, visiting Paris in 
March 1972, hut was implacable in 
his shunning of the U.S. 

He survived several earlier 
attempts to bring him. down, to one, 
in 1970, rebels seized the radio sta- 
tion but were overcome a c(ay later. 
The death toll In the abortive coup 
was set at 63. 

Another coup attempt led by Lt. 
An ge Dlawara failed in February 
1972. Diawara fled and Ngouabl said 
he would be “hunte&down and killed 
like a dog If he does not change his 
methods." 

A year later it was announced that 
Dlawara and six members of his 
Maoist guerrilla band had been kill- 
ed deep in a virgin forest area. A 
national holiday was proclaimed and 
the bodies were displayed at Braz- 
zavllle's "Stadium of the 
Revolution." 

Sizeable groups of Russian, 
Chinese and Cuban diplomatic of- 
ficials have been seen in Brazzaville, 
as well as Cuban military officers, to 
a 1966 coup attempt, some 300 Cuban 
soldiers helped guard the govern- 
ment of then-president Mass am bo- 
Debat and the president admitted 
that the ruling party could not sur- 
vive without Cuban help. 

The Congo's military forces In- 
clude about 7,000 men In Angola.

132 kms. west of Mutshatsha. Zaire 
troops were only 30 kms. from 
Kasajl. 

A rebellion was reported In Cabin- 
da, a former Portuguese territory 
north of the mouth of the Zaire river. 
No details were Immediately 
available, Cabinda Is under Angolan 
control but Zaire Is eager to enlarge 
Its territory at the Zaire fiver month. 

In Brussels, Belgian sources tend 
to regard the Katangese invasion as 
a basically national attempt to top- 
ple the Mobutu regime, rejected by a 
growing part of the population. 

The Belgian government has 
denied lt would give help to Zaire in 
resisting the Invasion. 

The right-wing newspaper "Libre 
Belgique" yesterday quoted Jean 
Tshombe, the eldest son of the late 
Katanga leader Molse Tshombe. as 
saying; 

"I have had contacts with Ludnda 
(capital of Angola). Cubans did not 
decide anything. And they are not 
taking part whatsoever In the opera- 
tion. The ex-gendarmes are 
probably using sophisticated Soviet 


weapons, bi# the role of the Soviets 
and Cubans does not go beyond that. 

"Since the gendarmes fought 
together. with the Popular Movement 
MPLA against the National Front 
FNLA and Unita, links were es- 
tablished. But gendarmes did not 
become Marxist for that. They 
became nationalists. There is no 
question of secession anymore. They 
want to escape any control by 
Cubans or Soviets. However, If the 
(Mobutu) regime was supported by 
the West, they would be forced to call 
for foreigrf'help. The interest of the 
West Is surely not to help the 
(Mobutu) regime, but on the con- 
trary to press President Mobutu to 
hand power to other people.”* 

The forces were described here as 
well -trained and equipped with 
Soviet-made arms, including double- 
barrelled rockets known as "Stalin 
organa." The rockets make a 
tremendous noise and panicked op- 
posing ground forees during the 
Angolan civil war/ 

Whites have been reported among 
the Invading forces, but it was not 
dear whether they were Cubans, 
mercenaries, or white Angolans. 

China yesterday denounced the In- 
vasion of Zaire by what It called 
"Soviet-hired mercenary troops" 
from Angola and declared Its sup- 
port for the Zairian military, accor- 
ding to the official newspaper 
“Teople's Dally.” Reuter)

Deiek strike ends, petrol 
supply now back to normal

Petrol supply returned to normal 
over the weekend as the workers of 
the last petrol company still on 
strike. Deiek, agreed to accept a 
National Labour Court compromise 
on Friday and return to work. 

The Paz and Sonol workers were 
back at work on Thursday after they 
agreed to obey a Haifa Labour Court 
order to stop striking. 

The Deiek management had failed 
to obtain .t back- to-work order from 
the Tel Aviv Labour Court. The com- 
pany appealed this ruling at the 
national court, where a three-judge 
panel headed by Labour Court Presi- 
dent Zvl Bar-Niv worked out a com- 
promise between the workers and 
the management . According to the 
compromise, the workers stopped 
striking and the management 
agreed to negotiate with the 
HIstadrut and the works committee. 
Deiek also agreed to recommend 
that the back-to-work orders 
previously served on key employees 
be cancelled. 


The National Labour Court ruled 
that if the workers and the Deiek 
management, both of whom under- 
took to do their best to solve the dis- 
pute. do not reach an agreement by 
May 4. the case will come again 
before the same court. 

Meanwhile, there was plenty of 
petrol but few customers over the 
weekend. 

According to the director of the 
association of filling station owners, 
Israel Strlcks, the situation yester- 
day was the complete opposite of last 
week's long lines at all petrol 
stations. 

This could have been due to 
adverse weather conditions or 
because moat of the weekend excur- 
sionists had succeeded in hoarding 
ample supplies earlier last week. 
But whatever the cause, pump atten- 
dants. even in the Dan area, had lit- 
tle business. 

S tricks warned, however, that this 
situation may turn out to be only a 
respite — "a truce but not a peace 
treaty.” 


Castro said going to Angola 


MOSCOW lAP) . — Cuban Premier 
Fidel Castro will continue his Africa 
tour with a stop in Angola "in the 
next few days," the Soviet news 
agency Tass reported yesterday 
from the Angolan capital of Luanda. 

Castro, who Is now in Tanzania, 
has already visited Algeria, Libya, 
Somalia and Ethiopia — and there 
were reports yesterday that he may . 
i go on to 2bmbla. 

Tass said Castro was Invited to 
Angola by President Agostlnho Neto. 
Cuban troops still remain in Angola 
after having helped Neto's Marxist 
MPLA win the country’s civil war 
last year. 

In Zambia, meanwhile, Cuban 
flags were fluttering in. the capital of 


Lusaka yesterday in preparation for 
a Castro visit — although there was 
no "hard Information" that Castro 
was coming. With Soviet head of 
state Nikolai Podgorny due in Zam- 
bia in a few days, the new report 
strengthened speculation that a ma- 
jor diplomatic offensive is being 
mounted in southern Africa by the 
Kremlin and its allies.

Castro's unannounced trip from 
Ethiopia to Somalia and back on 
Thursday le believed to he part of a 
Soviet-backed effort to establish a 
federation of radical states aimed at

Turkish plane-hijackers 
surrender in Beirut 


BEIRUT, (Reuter). — Two 18-year- 
old Turks yesterday hijacked a 
Turkish airliner to Beirut and then 
surrendered without a shot being 
fired, Lebanese Prime Minister 
Selim al-Hoss said. 

He said a police major boarded the 
plane and persuaded the youths to 
give themselves up peacefully. 

The Boeing 727's passengers — 
mostly Turks and variously es- 
timated to number between 103 and 
182 people — had been allowed to go 
free after the jet landed at Beirut. It 
was hijacked earlier In the day over 
Dlyarbaklr, eastern Turkey, while 
on an internal flight. 

The youths had pulled pistols and 
forced the plane to fly to Beirut, a 
Turkish army officer who was 
among the passengers said. It land- 
ed here after radioing that it was 
running out of fuel. 

Once here the hijackers demand- 
ed that a 5 million Turkish lira 
($800,000) ransom be delivered - to an 
Arab refugee camp and also pressed 
for a meeting with a PLO terrorist 
official, Lebanese officials said.

Girl, 6, fires 
loaded pistol, 
kills grandfather

RISHON LEZION. — A six-year-old 
girl accidentally killed her grand- 
father with a loaded pistol that she 
found on a table at her home yester- 
day afternoon. 

The grandfather. Max Lev, 60, 
from Ramat Gan, was visiting his 
daughter's home here. Together 
with his son-in-law, Lev planned to 
go to a rifle range to practise 
shooting with the pistol. But before 
they left, the pistol was placed on a 
table In the living room. Lev and his 
son-in-law did not notice when the 
girl suddenly grabbed the pistol, 
aimed at her grandfather and fired. 

Lev was wounded in the Lhroat. He 
was rushed to the Asaf Harofe 
Hospital where he was pronounced 
dead on arrival. The police went to 
the home and reconstructed the se- 
quence of events that led to the 
tragic accident.

French F.M. says 
Arabs must first 
recognize Israel 

French Foreign Minister Louis de 
Gulrlngaud said yesterday that Arab 
recognition of Israel's right to exist 
was a prerequisite for any Middle 
East settlement. 

Interviewed by Israel Radio in 
Paris prior to his visit here later this 
month, Guirlngaud said he had made 
this clear In his talks with Arab 
leaders during a recent tour of the 
region. 

Although Israel would have to 
withdraw from occupied areas cap- 
tured in 1967, this did not necessarily 
mean a complete withdrawal from 
all the territory. There was room for 
negotiations on minor border' ad- 
justments between Israel and Its 
Arab neighbours, the French 
minister said. 

He also said France was willlngto 
join an international agreement to 
limit arms supplies to the Middle 
East, on condition that the Soviet 
Union and the U.S. also agreed to 
this. 


Carter’s broad 
policy stressed 

'Homeland’ not significant

NEW YORK. - U.S. Ad- 
ministration officials are seek- 
ing to play down Use significance 
of President Carter's remark, 
that there has to he a 
"homeland" for Palestinian 
refugees. 

Going public on a press brief-, 
ing he gave the day before as an 
anonymous Administration of- 
ficial, National Security Council 
chief Zbigniew Brzezinaki on 
Friday authorized publication, 
under his name, of a statement 
at the briefing. 

In it, he said: 

"As far as the ward ‘homeland' is 
concerned, the word in Itself has no 
specific connotation. The impor- 
tance of this statement (made by 
Carter at Clinton, Mass., last 
Wednesday) Is in the broader ap- 
proach that lt takes." 

Brzezinski continued: 

“I don't think that this is a state- 
ment that ought to be subjected to 
exegesis, as if it were some sort of 
document that ought to be scrutiniz- 
ed or analysed word by ward." 

Brzezfnski authorized this public 
attribution after meeting in 
Washington with Israel Ambassador 
Simcha Dlnltz. 

Other Administration officials 
have been saying in talks with the 
embassy that "homeland" is a softer 
concept than the "Palestinian en- 
tity" which Israel had apparently 
been ready to discuss In the past. 

In his statement at Clinton and 
subsequent references to It, Carter 
may have been seeking to encourage 
the moderates at the PLO con- 
ference in Cairo, according to 
observers here. 

Questioned by newsmen on his 
plane after the town hall meeting. 
Carter said: 

“I think that what I said Is ap- 
propriate. I think some provision has 
got to be made for the Palestinians In 
the framework of Jordan or by some 
other means." He declined to 
elaborate on what he meant by 
"other means." Brsezinski told 
Dinltz on Friday that the President 
was referring to a Jordanian solu- 
tion. 

After shaking hands with the U.N. 
representative of the PLO on Thurs- 
day night, Carter emerged from the 
reception given by the U.N. 
Secretary-General to say there 
wou^d be no further contact between 
the U.S. and the PLO “until the PLO 
changes Its attitude towards Israel.'' 


Carter added: "I have good hopes 
the Palestinians and the Arab 
nations can get together among 
themselves, first of all, and that 
when the Arabs, and Israel get to 
Geneva *hi« year, there will, be an 
adequate basis for progress." 

Israeli U.N. envoy Chaim Her- 
zog told The Post that Carter 
changed plans on the spur of the 
moment and decided to shake 
hands In a receiving line because 
of the large number of guests pre- 
sent and his wish to avoid in- 
sulting friends. 

However, In contrast with his 
greetings to other guests, Carter 
exchanged no words with the 
PLO representative. Hassan 
Abdel Rahman. Presidential aide 
Jody Powell assured the Israeli 
Ambassador that the President's 
gesture had "no political Im- 
plications whatsoever,” Herzog 
said. 

to an editorial strongly supporting 
Carter, the "New York Times" said 
yesterday that the President may 
have stumbled Into detailed discus- 
sion of his ideas on the Middle East 
sooner than his diplomats had In- 
tended, "but there is nothing make- 
shift or accidental about the policy 
he Intends to pursue.” The editorial 
carries the full text of the Clinton 
statement on the Middle East. 

The debate over Carter's state- 
ment received added Impetus with 
the airing of views by Senator John 
Sparkman, chairman of the influen- 
tial Senate Foreign Relations Com- - 
mlttee. The views were expressed In 
a long interview published in an 
Arab paper called "Emirates 
News." last February 27. 

Sen. Sparkman was quoted as 
saying: “I believe the U.S. attitude 
has been that the PLO was entitled to 
a home of its own."

PLO mainstream, hardliners 
argue over political stand

The mainstream and hardliners at 
the Palestine National Council in 
Cairo were locked in a last-minute 
struggle last night over the wording 
of a declaration of the political 
stance- of Jhe Palestine Liberation 
Organization. 

The Palestinian Council, a 
parliament-in-exile, Is scheduled to 
wind up a week-long meeting today. 

The Council indicated -last night 
that lt would adhere to an old charter 
which, basically, denies Israel’s 
right to exist. The struggle between 
the mainstream, led by PLO chief 
Yasser Arafat, and the hardline 
"rejection front", headed by George 
Hah ash, centres on whether the FLO 
should take part In Middle East 
political negotiations, although both 
sides still oppose UN resolution 242 
which governs these negotiations. 

Arafat's bloc maintains that the 
PLO should pursue - "its right" to at- 
tend all International conferences on 
the Middle East. The reject! onists 
say that the PLO must avoid involve- 
ment in any negotiations whose ul- 
timate aim Is "the recognition of the 
Zionist entity (Israel) and its right to 
exist..." 


The two sides were reported to be 
hammering out a compromise late 
last night on a platform of "fighting 
and talking." A joint draft reported- 
ly called for an "escalation of 
political and military action against 
the Zionist enemy," with the aim of 
setting up a "national authority" on 
any territory “evacuated” by Israel. 

Another facet of the controversy 
hinged on Arafat's "I trust Carter" 
and the rejectlonist “I don't trust 
Carter" statements. The blocs 
differed over whether the PLO 
should swing towards politics in the 
light of the American President's en- 
dorsement of the concept of a 
"homeland" for Palestinian 
refugees. 

The two hlocs also differ over the 
question of reconciliation with Jor- 
dan. The rejectioniats reject such a 
move vigorously. 

Another subject of heated debate 
was the composition of the PLO's 
Executive Committee (cabinet) .The 
Syrian-backed “Sa’eka" group has 
been pressing for wider representa- 
tion. The rejectioniats are opposed to 
what they describe as increasing the 
influence of Syria, which has 
shattered the PLO presence In 
Lebanon.

The head of the Zionist Panthers, a 
splinter group of the Black Panthers 
who Joined the DMG, Victor T&yar, 
was placed in number 34. 

The only other surprise was the

Prof. Yadin said in reply to a.ques- 
tion that the party expected to win 
between 25 and 30 seats, which 
meant that no government could he 
formed without its participation. As 
to its ministers, these would have to 
he selected with an eye both to 
political balance and to personal 
ability, and they would not 
necessarily all come from the par- 
ty's Khesset. faction. . ■ 

In answer to another question, 
Zorea estimated that' it would take 
between two and three years for the 
adoption and implementation of 
electoral reform.

Longer strike threat 
by Bank Leumi clerks

Bank Leumi opens all its 300 
branches this morning after a strike 
last Thursday and Friday, but its 8,- 
000 enployees threaten to go out 
again on Wednesday for a very long 
weekend. 

The Bank, the country’s largest, is 
threatening to shut down altogether 
until the dispute is settled. 

The staff are asking for a 23 per 
:cent salary-increase plus a' bonus of': 
three-months pay. The bank 
management is backed in tta rejec- 
tion of this demand by the Treasury. 
The Finance Minister fears that 
satisfaction of the demand would 
cause a disastrous chain reaction. 

The works committee claim that 
management is willing to negotiate

from lower ranks.

On Friday both the Ports Authori- 
ty and the Histadrut rejected the de- 
mand. The Authority explained that 
the forecast for this summer is very 
poor and that hundreds of idle 
stevedores will have to be paid. This 
will put a big' strain on the 
Authority’s resources as It will not 
have commensurate income. 

Tomorrow the action committee 
representing the employees of all the 
three ports will meet to consider 
further action.

Recognizing that mutual interference between 
Israel, Jordan and Egypt is virtually inevitable 
— since all three countries use VHF channels 5.- 
5.7,8.9.30 and 33 — the Communications Ministry 
has embarked on an active campaign to es- 
tablish UHF stations throughout the country. 

"It's much easier to dodge interference with 
UHF." Nltsan noted. “You have 40 channels at 
your disposal — numbers 21 through 60 — and 
the directional pattern la much easier to control 
than that of VHF." 

So far. the ministry has nine small UHF 
stations in operation. The latest. Channel 40. is 
atop the Jerusalem Hilton Hotel, and Is now In its 
running-in stage. 

But that "new Egyptian problem" — what is 
it? 

<M The problem Is simply too much output 
power," Vivian Segall claimed, pointing to an 
EBU publication she had just received. "Their 
TV transmitter is located In the Nile Delta and, 
justifiably, their transmission pattern is aimed 
to fan out In both directions — to Alexandria on 
the left and Port Said on the right. 

“Trouble is, though they report to the EBU a 
few hundred kilowatts as their output power, we 
know it must be much higher — perhaps a thou- 
sand kilowatts. That’s an enormous punch into 
the airwaves and is wreaking havoc here." 

The Egyptian TV bumping-and-jammlng 
became really serious last summer, on Channel 
8. It has affected all of Israel’s coastal strip plus 
parts of Jerusalem. 

One partial solution to this new headache — a 
stopgap measure — has been the beefing up of 
UHF Channel 27, whose transmitter sits on the 
roof of the Shalom Tower in downtown Tel Aviv. 
A consignment of amplifying equipment Is due 
soon from the U.S. nils will give Channel 27 
much more "gain” and will improve its 
coverage of the. Ashdod-Ashkelon district. 

: "But 'the ideal solution. I believe, is a really 
powerful UHF facility at Eltanim.^Nttsan said,- - 
"strong enough to blanket the whole area 
Eitanim is supposed to serve. But; -unfortunate- ■ 
ly, such a station would cost more than ILBOm., 
so It is out of the question now." 


A real difficulty In countering the Egyptian 
and Jordanian interference is the all-important 
factor of weather. In fact, were it not for the 
climatic element, most of the interference could 
be anticipated and, in large measure, avoided by 
advising technicians how to design receiving 
antennas and aim them better. 

But. unfortunately, the weather factor makes 
the interference transient. “It occurs mostly 
when wc have what the meteorologists call a 
temperature inversion.* Nltsan explained. “In 
simple language. It men ns the situation that ex- 
ists when it is warmer In the hilly regions, such 
as In Jerusalem, than In the xhefela, such as Tel 
Aviv. Quite often, the stifling sAarai- sneaks in 
during temperature Inversions. And it Is exactly 
at such times when inter-country TV in- 
terference is at Its worst." 

Until the ideal solution Is found, said Vivian 
Segall. "people should overcome their fear of 
switching to UHF. Most receivers are fitted with 
UHF tuners anyway, and all it takes is a little in- 
vestment in a really good UHF antenna. Funny 
how people spend thousands of pounds on 
sophisticated TV receivers, but skimp when It 
comes to buying an antenna!" 

Both Nltsan and Vivian Segall agreed that 
reaJJy fine UHF antennas are not easy to And in 
Israel. Tlie Israel Standards Institute has never 
published a standard for UHF — or, for that 
matter. VHF — receiving antennas, except for 
the central antennas used In large apartment 
houses where all tenants agree to Install one. 

So, a sort of "wasteland" exists in the antenna 
business here. Pipefitters and operators of cor- 
ner metalworking shops — persons without a 
basic knowledge of electronic fundamentals — 
design, cut and build antennas. And an unwary 
public buys them, only to find out later that 
much of the signal distortion, Including image 
“ghosts, " could have been eliminated by use of a 
proper antenna. 

Vivian Segall had a final hint for viewers with 
picture quality problems, especially as winter 
fades away. "Go up to your roof." she said, "and 
trace the lead-in wire connecting the antenna to 
your set. 

Chances are strong winds or heavy rains have 
torn one of the conductors away from its ter- 
minal on the antenna. Or. perhaps the wire has 
split somewhere along the way between antenna 
and receiver. 

— "Israel. Television's signal strength la -power-' 
ful enough to overcome these defects and pump 
an Image onto your screen. But for a really sharp 
Image the antenna connections ■ must be 
perfect."

Police fight drug 
smuggling 
from Lebanon

KIRYAT SHMONA. — An army 
patrol last week arrested two 
Lebanese citizens for allegedly 
smuggling sacks stuffe<? with 
American cigarettes across the 
northern frontier. The arrest 
highlighted the police war against 
drugs, liquor and cigarette smuggl- 
ing rings operating from Lebanon to 
Israel. 

It was learned that police are in- 
vestigating the sudden interest of the 
Tel Aviv underworld In settlements 
along the northern frontier. It was 
speculated that underworld figures 
are meeting Lebanese who work In 
Israel and persuading them to 
smuggle the goods. 


Brain studies 
‘Worth expanding’ 

The development of medicinal 
treatments for various mental dis- 
orders provides broad opportunities 
for Israel's pharmaceutical in- 
dustry, the National Council for 
Research and Development s&ld in a 
statement Issued In Jerusalem on 
Friday. 

The department, part of the Prime 
Minister’s Office, also said It had 
asked the Israel Psycho -biology Cen- 
tre to prepare recommendations tor 
research policy in its "important 
field." 

Psycho-biology Is a new science 
that brings together all the dis- 
ciplines relating to brain research, 
including medicine, behavioural 
sciences and the humanities. The 
National Research Council notes 
that this country possesses high- 
level workers in the subject and It is 
well worth while orchestrating a 
national effort to advance Its study 
and applications.

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Soviet Jews appeal 
to Queen Juliana 


AMSTERDAM lAP). — In a 
message Addressed to Queen Juliana 
of the Netherlands, a group of Soviet 
Jewish dissidents has called for 
world opinion to focus on the kit of 
political prisoners In the Soviet 
Union. 

The 15 signatories Include Anatoly 
Shcharansky. the most active 
Jewish dissident in the Soviet Union, 
who was arrested In Moscow last 
Tuesday on charges of crimes 
against the state. 

The message to \he Dutch 
monarch, dated March 5. coincides 
with preparations for an inter- 
national tribunal in Amsterdam on 

the case of Dr. Mikhail Shtern. the 
Jewish doctor released by Soviet 
authorities last week after serving 
three years of an eight-year sentence 
for alleged bribery. 

"We hope that the juridical inquiry 
being held in Amsterdam will in- 
fluence the lot of Dr. Shtern and 
center world opinion on the lot of 
other political prisoners suffering In 
Soviet camps and prisons." part of 
the message said. 

The message was telephoned to 
Shtcm's son, Viktor, who now lives 
in Israel. He is currently in Amster- 
dam for next week's tribunal and 
made public the text. 

In Washington, the U.S. Joint Com- 
mission on Security and Cooperation 
In Europe, which received testimony 
Thursday on the treatment of Jews 
in the USSR, was informed on Fri- 
day that “at the present time" 380,- 
000 invitations sent to Soviet Jews to 
find their homes in Israel have not 
been acted upon. 

Eugene Gold, chairman of the 


National Conference on Soviet 
Jewry, also told the commission that 
"no one can say" why Jewish 
emigration has fallen in the last two 
years “except that the Soviet Union 
totally controls the rate of 
emigration." 

He said that "before we can con- 
sider change" in the Soviet trade 
relationship, it is "necessary" to 
have "some affirmative acts In 
respect to Soviet Jews as a precondi- 
tion for a differing attitude by either 
Congress or the American people." 

Assurances of support for human 
rights in the Soviet Union by both 
Republicans and Democrats, and by 
the Administration and President 
Carter, were explicitly asserted at 
the commission's hearing in the 
House of Representatives. 

Petition to Kosygin

Eight British writers currently 
visiting Israel as guesta of the 
Foreign Ministry have cabled Soviet 
Premier Alexei Kosygin on behalf of 
allya activist Prof. Alexander 
Lerner. 

The group, headed by Lord Willis 
of Chislehurst, affixed signatures to 
the following message: "On 
humanitarian grounds earnestly 
request you grant exit visa to Prof. 
Alexander Lerner so that he can Join 
his family." 

Lerner has been trying to leave the 
USSR since 3971. and his son has also 
been denied an exit visa on several 
occasions. Lerner’s daughter, 
however, was allowed to emigrate to 
Israel. 



Klarsfelds criticized by 
W. Berlin Jewish leader

BONN. — A leader of West Ger- 
many's Jewish community has 
criticized the "Klarsfeld Group" — 
Nazi-hunters Serge and Beate 
Klarsfeld and their supporters — for 
allegedly endorsing violence against 
right-wing extremists. 

Heinz Galinski. a spokesman for 
West Berlin’s 5,000 Jewish in- 
habitants. says he "sharply dis- 
sociates "himself from reported 
remarks by Mr. Klarsfeld, In which 
he condoned a recent bomb attack on 
a right-wing newspaper In MhWteh 
and predicted more such acts in the 
future. 

"Whoever resorts to these 
methods in a democratic state, 
despite Its defects and errors, com- 
mits an Injustice and harms the 
cause fbr which he Is fighting," 
Galinski said in a statement released 
by his office. 

Serge Klarsfeld is the French- 
Jewish husband of German-born 


Beate Klarsfeld, who is Inter- 
nationally known for her campaign 
to root out unpunished Nazi war 
criminals. The couple live in France, 
but frequently come to Germany to 
demonstrate for their goals. 

The bombing of the "Deutsche 
National-Zeitung" office in Munich 
several months ago caused damage, 
but no injuries. Mr Klarsfeld claim- 
ed it was the act of Jews angered by 
the Inaction of German authorities 
against the paper, which has an 
extreme-right, antisemitlc slant. 

Galinski also criticized West Ger- 
man justice for failure to outlaw the 
newspaper. In 1974, the Supreme 
Court rejected a complaint that the 
, newspaper abused press freedoms to 
attack democracy. Later the same 
year, a Munich judge dismissed 
similar charges, although the court 
conceded that the "National- 
Zeitung" spread anti -Jewish pre- 
judice. 


Horev deplores industry’s 
short-sighted planning

HAIFA. — Technion President Amos 
Horev on Friday deplored the lack of 
long-term industrial planning in 
Israel. He said decisions on how 
many engineers are trained In 
Israel, and in which trades, were in 
practice being made by the Technion 
students themselves. 

Speaking at the Maritime and 
Economies CJub in the Zion Hotel, 
Horev said this lack of planning 
could explain the small size of 
Israel's industry, which he said 
should be double Its- present size of 
270,000 workers. 

Horev emphasized that the Tech- 
nion needed to know industrial goals 
for 1885 to 3990 if it were to properly 
plan the growth of engineering man- 
power. “In fact, most Industries are 
concerned about what will happen 
after the elections rather than In 
1985," he remarked. 

Turning to the construction of 
Israel’s nuclear power station, 
which he considered essential for in- 
dependence In the energy field. 
Horev said the Technion had 
operated its nuclear engineering 
department on a "low flame" for the 
26 years of its existence. It had 
accepted only graduate students and 
had turned out a mere 90 nuclear 
engineers with higher degrees he 
said. A follow-up study just com- 
pleted showed that most of them 
had. perhaps surprisingly, he com- 
mented, remained in the country, 
but were working in other fields. 


Now.'t he Electric Corporation was . ; 
forced to bring in foreign engineers 
and pay them high salaries, which he ’ 
■aid would have a negative effect on . 
the country and Its scientific -com- 
munity. (In answer to a question in 
the Knesset last week, Industry and 
Commerce Minister Haim Bar-Lev 
said the Electric Corporation was 
offering annual salaries of 1X245,000 
to 1X820,000 to U.S. engineers to 
design nuclear and conventional 
power plants, because such man- 
power was not available in Israel.) 


Mrs. Natalie Shcharansky, 
whose husband Anatoly was 
arrested by the KGB in Moscow 
last week following long 
attempts to emigrate, arriving 
at London’s Heathrow airport on 
Thursday.

THE WORLD IN BRIEF 


Clashes follow arrest of opposition leaders 


KARACHI. (Reuter). — At least- 17 
people were killed yesterday In 
savage riots In Karachi, Pakistan’s 
largest city, eyewitnesses reported. 
The riots began here on Friday after 
the arrest of six opposition leaders 
who were in the forefront of a mass 
protest movement against Prime 
Minister Zulfikar All Bhutto. 

The government clamped a curfew 
an the city after eight hours of 
clashes and a major fire which 
destroyed a state-owned motor vehi- 
cle assembly plant, causing more 
than 325m. damage. 

Heavily-armed troops patrolled 
the main troubledpots warning peo- 
ple through loudhailers that they 
risked being shot if' they ventured 
into the rubble-strewn streets. 

The worst of yesterday’s violence 
flared in the District of Fathan 


colony, where 13 people died in a gun 
battle between political opponents. 
Reporters at the scene said all 18 
were shot dead, inside, a house which 
was then set ablaze with the bodies 
inside. 

The reporters were told thatasup- 
porter of Bhutto's Pakistan Peoples* 
Party (PPP) had opened fire from 
inside the house on a group of 
Fathans sympathetic to the opposi- 
tion. 


The Pathan tribesmen, who come' 
from the northwest frontier, took up 
arms and besieged the house, killing 
everyone inside, the reporters said. 

Fires blazed In various parts of the 
city as rioters set fire to at least 15 
shops, five large buildings, three 
cinemas and about 10 buses. 

The biggest blaze was at Republic 
Motors, a major vehicle assembly 


plant in Karachi’s Nazimahad In- 
dustrial estate. Company officials 
said the fire destroyed 1,738 new and 
partly assembled vehicles, mainly 
trucks and buses, worth at least 
C35m. But they said they bad been 
able to save another 1,000 vehicles. 

Rioters twice set fire to another 
big state-owned motor vehicle 
assembly plant,' but each time the 
blase was extinguished. 

Meanwhile, the nation heard of- 
ficially for the first time yesterday of 
the arrest of Aaghar Khan, 
Pakistan’s most popular opposition 
leader, some 20 hours' after he was 
arrested oa unspecified charges. 

A brief government announcement 
said, without stating the charges 
against Khan and five other opposi- 
tion leaders, -that authorities were 
forced to arrest them after repeated 
warnings against “lawlessness.” 


No rape charge yet 
against Polanski 


LOS ANGELES (API. — No charges 
have been filed against film director 
Roman Polanski, booked last week 
for investigation of raping a 33-year- 
old girl,, because the Investigation 
has turned up new evidence and is 
continuing, a deputy district at- 
torney said Friday. ' . 


U.S. ups foreign aid, bans Rhodesia chrome 


The 13-year-old director of 
“Chinatown” and "Rosemary's 
Baby.” whose actress wife Sharon 
Tate was murdered by the Charles 
Manson “family" seven years ago, 
is free .on bail. Although police 
originally said he had been “booked 
on a charge of rape,'" Polanski ac- 
tually was booked only for investiga- 
tion of rape. 

“I can promise you that we will file 
at a later date," said Deputy District 
Attorney David Wells after 
Polanski’s arraignment was delayed 
until April 0 during a brief hearing 
on Thursday. — 


Afars, Issaa to be 
Independent June 27 

PARIS (AJf) . — The territory of the 
Afars and Zss&s, located inNortheast 
Africa on the Red Sea, will become 
independent on June 27, the French 
government and delegates from 
nationalist groups announced yester- 
day. 

Formerly known as French 
Somaliland, the Afars and Isa as are 1 
the last colonies of France’s once; 
. worldwide empire. 

The participants disclosed the in- 
dependence date following a con J 
ference here and a meeting yester- 
day morning with French President 
Valery Gfscard d'Estalng. 
Legislative elections and what 
amounts to a rubber stamp referen- 
dum on independence in the territory 
will be held on May 8.

WASHINGTON (AF), — President 
Carter asked Congress on Friday to 
approve a 37.5b. foreign aid 
programme for the coming fiscal 
year — an increase of nearly 31 . 1 b. 
over the amount sought by former i 
President Ftord. 


More than* half the Lncrease, 
however, would be for money the. 
U.S. Government could be asked to 


contribute to international lending 
organizations such as the World 
Bank should borrowers default on 
loans. 

The other aid category sharply in- 
creased from the Ford-proposed 
level was an additional 3428m. for 
security supporting; assistance. A 
National Security Council staff 
member said most of the money 
would go to Middle East nations. 


Athens jails plane-spotting Britons 


ATHENS (AP). — Five young- 
British nationals with a hobby of 
plane-spotting were sentenced here 
an Friday to 10 months’ imprison- 
ment each on charges of spying on 
Greek military airports. 

They were allowed to appeal, but 
the court ruled they would remain 
imprisoned until their appeal, es- 
timated in two months' time. 

The five denied the charges saying 
their plane- spotting had served no 
foreign Interests. They said they had 


already practised their hobby in the 
U.S. and several other European 
countries, without ever being dis- 
turbed by authorities. 

‘ • Roy Sturgess, the eldest of the 
group who are in their early 20s, said 
after the verdict: “We insist we are 
innocent. We are not spies. The trou- 
ble fa we are so incredibly innocent 
that it’s impossible for the 
authorities,, who have never even 
heard of plane-spotting as a hobby, 
to believe a word we are saying."

Carter: Human rights issues 
should not block SALT talks 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). — U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter told the UN 
on Thursday that the world body had 
too often ignored human rights 
issues, but added that the search for 
international observance of the UN 
charter should “not block progress" 
on issues affecting security and 
world peace. 

In his first address at the UN since 
becoming the U.S. chief executive, 
Carter defended his human rights 
policy, which has been attacked by 
the Soviet Union, Argentina, Brazil 
and other states that claim .he Is 
meddling in their internal affairs. 

Carter's strong emphasis on 
human rights drew loud applause 
from the delegates In the crowded 
General Assembly hall. He won a 
standing ovation at the end of his 30- 
minute address but delegates from 
Cuba, China and Chile did not join 
the applause and the North Korean 
representative boycotted the session 
and the reception afterward.

Top U.S. lawman authorized 
release of Hanafi leader 


WASHINGTON (AP). — Attorney- 
General Griffin Bell, the top law en- 
forcement official tn the U.S., said on 
Friday that he personally authorized 
the temporary release of the Hanafi 
Muslim leader responsible for seiz- 
ing more than 100 hostages more 
than a week ago In Washington. 

Bell defended the decision, saying 
it was necessary to ensure the 
release of the hostages and express- 
ed no concern that It would set a 
precedent for future hostage 
negotiations. 

“This was really a very minimal 
action. I thought given the release of 
the hostages, It was not a drastic 
thing to do,” Bell sold at a news con- 


ference. 

Hanafi leader Hamaas Abdul 
KbaaJia was released on personal 
recognizance pending official 
charges after he ordered the 
hostages freed after 38 hours and 
surrendered along with his 11 com- 
rades. 

One man was killed and several 
other persons beaten and stabbed 
during the siege at Washington’s 
City Hall, an Islamic Mosque and the 
B'nal B’rlth headquarters. 

At a preliminary hearing on Fri- 
day for two of the Hanafis arrested, 
police sergeant Robert Sharkey Jr. 
testified that some of the hostages 
were told their capture was com- 


manded by Allah. 

Sharkey said he was told that when 
leader Khaalis Introduced himself to 
the hostages taken In B'nal B’rith 
headquarters, “he said the reason 
they were here was* because Allah 
wanted him to have them, that be 
asked for 100 and Allah gave 120. 

Superior Court Judge Carl 
Mo ui trie ordered the two men, Abdul 
Nuh 28, and Abdul Adam, 32, held for 
grand jury action. They were return- 
ed to jail in lieu of 390,000 bond each. 

The nine other Hanafis in custody 
will have their preliminary hearing 
tomorrow. Khaalis will remain free 
until his hearing, scheduled on 
March 31.

China ends classical music ban 


TOKYO (AF). — China gave Its of- 
ficial approval to western classical 
music on Friday, ending a three- 
year war against such composers as 
Beethoven and Schubert, and 
possibly opening the way to. future 
visits by western orchestras and per- 
form era. 


In 1973 China invited a number of 
leading orchestras to play in Peking 
and other cities, presumably at the 
Instigation of the late premier, Chou 
En-loi. 


But early in 1974 the official 
Chinese press turned savagely on 
western classical composers, claim- 
ing the works of Beethoven and 
Schubert reflected "the nasty, rotten 
hie and decadent sentiments of the 
bourgeoisie."

WASHINGTON. — Who was the man 
whose assassination has shaken 
Lebanon anew over the weekend?. 

A wealthy feudal boss of much of 
Lebanon’s mountain country and a 
leader of the nation's socialists. 
Kamal Junblatt was as much a baffl- 
ing enigma as he was a central 
political figure in the three decades 
since. Lebanon achieved In- 
dependence. 

• He shuttled easily between -the 
public, political life of modern Beirut 
and the SOO-y ear-old family castle In 
the southern mountains where he 
ruled the mystery-shrouded Druse 
sect like a small-town political boss. 

When Lebanon's 20- month-long 
civil war, in which he had been a 
leading combatant, ended late last 
year, Junblatt told friends that, 
although he was not yet 60, he was 
ready to retire from public life and 
go to India, where he had often im- 
mersed himself for meditation and 
rest after difficult periods. But he 
had been unable to leave what he 
considered an unfinished job in 
Lebanon. 

The stooped, aristocratic power 
broker was a jumble of paradoxes. 

He was a multimillionaire 
landlord with some of Lebanon's 
largest holdings — and he was' his 
country's foremost socialist. He was 
a warlord who emulated Mahatma 
Gandhi — student of Hindu and 
Buddhist beliefs who Insisted that 
there were times when violence was 
a duty. 

He tried to keep his socialism 
apart from Communism but he was 
a 1971 winner of the Lenin Peace 
Prize. To his Druse traditions and 
upbringing he added a solid Roman 
Catholic education — and used £he 
resulting blend of ideas to press for 
the secularization of Lebanon. 

As a Druse, Junblatt couldn.othold 
any of the country’s three top offices, 
but he made and broke national 
leaders, sometimes making and 
breaking the very same man when 
his mood or the situation changed. 

Junblatt knew violence and had 
survived several earlier attacks. His 
father, a hereditary Druse chieftain, 
was assassinated when Junblatt was 
a child and his only sister was slain 
by gunmen who broke Into her Beirut 
apartment last May. 

To understand Junblatt, his 


friends always said, one had to 
- travel high into the Lebanese moun- 
tains to his ancestral home at 
Mbukhtara and watch him hold court 
there most Sundays. Old Druse men 
In white turbans and haif-foot-long 
mustaches would file la to receive 

counsel and make requests. 

The Druse, who number about 
200,000. are a seemingly 
anachronistic sect that is an out- 
growth of Islam and had Its own 
origin in Cairo in 1017. It is a secret 
. religion, allowing no converts, and is 
known for its cohesion and loyalty. 

A key practice of the Druse 
religion is dissimulation: Druse are 
permitted and encouraged to profess 
publicly the policies of the society in 
which they find themselves. This 
outward flexibility and inner secrecy 
account for the tiny, distinctive 
sect's survival through 1,000 years In 

- such a turbulent region. 

Junblatt, with socialist leanings as 
a youth, inherited the vast holdings 
of his father, the feudal Governor of 
the Chouf region of the mountains 
southeast of Belnit. 

After studying In Beirut and Paris, 
he entered the cabinet for the first 
time In 1948 when at 29, he was made 
Minister of Economy and 
Agriculture. 

Junblatt and his supporters back- 
ed the election of Bishara Kboury. 
Lebanon’s first president, and eight 
years later led the peaceful 
overthrow of Khoury. 

Later Camille Cbamoun became 
president with Junblatt’s help, but in 
1958 Junblatt was a key figure in the 
civil war that replaced Cbamoun 
with Fuad Chehab, whom Junblatt 
ardently supported from then on. 

When U-S. troops Intervened In the 
1958 civil war at Oiamoun'a request. 
Junblatt. whose tough Druse 

- warriors numbered no more than a 
few thousand, loudly threatened to 
carry the war to the American 
force. He, however, quietly sent his 
men back to the mountains on 
achieving a political compromise. 

The Progressive Socialist Party 
that Junblatt founded shortly after 
World War n professed a blend of 
nationalist and anti-Western themes 
and pursued a moderate socialist 
programme in a country renowned 
for Its free-wheeling enterprise. 

From this base. Junblatt was in 
and out of the cabinet, serving ks 
Minister of Education, of Public

Works and. twice, of Interior. 

In the recent civil war, Junblatt's 
socialists and Lebanon'srMoslem lef : 
tists formed a convenient common 
front with the Palestinians against 
the largely Christian rightists, who 
had maintained their entrenched 
control of Lebanon despite a popula- 
tion shift that had given Moslems a 
majority. 

When other Moslem leaders show- 
ed a willingness to end the war, 
Junblatt. poet, mystic and Lenin 
Peace Prize winner, pressed on, hop- 
ing to wrench major concessions 
from the Christians. Only when 
Syria sent its forces to help the 
Lebanese right did Junblatt give in. 

Then, the unlikely warlord, whose 
suit seemed perennially rumpled 
and tie forever askew, who slumped 
as he walked and spoke in a weak, 
croaky voice, went back to his Pop a, 
his poetry and his study of plants and 
waited for new opportunities to use 
his political influence. 
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Beirut grieves but life goes on 


BEIRUT (AP) . — For the first time 
visitor, life in Beirut seems almost 
normal. 

Only four months after an uneasy 
peace returned to the city, one ex- 
pects to see residents absorbed in the 
grim process of digging out and put- 
ting together their Hves following a 
20-month civil war. 

Instead, much of Beirut seems to 
be sidestepping the ruin, at least for 
the moment, and picking up where it 
left off before the bloody conflict 
began in the spring of 1975. 

Many streets are throbbing with 
the vibrancy and enterprise that the. 
guidebooks used to talk about:' 
Hawkers on nearly every corner,-, 
street carts overloaded with fruits,

friends chatting over thick Turkish 
coffee at a sidewalk cafe, cars honk-, 
ing and weaving through jammed 
streets, the sound of prayers chanted 
from the top of minarets, the bouncy 
Step of people doing business. • 

At first, one wonders why. Great 
chunks of the Lebanese capital lie In 
rubble. Sandbag bunkers, manned 
by armed soldiers, dot the city. Traf- 
fic and street lights are broken or 
nonexistent in many sectors. Elec- 
tricity and water services are 
haphazardly provided. 

-‘ Garbage festers- along numerous 
sidewalks. Many businesses and of- 
fices remain shut down. Jobs are 
search. Families still grieve over 
their dead and maimed. Peace is far 
from secure. 

"What are we expected todo;* asks 
a cab driver when questioned about 
Beirut's apparent nonchalance in the 
aftermath of war. "We can’t rebuild 
without help. Until we get it, well, we 
live as best we can.” 

The devastation in some areas of 
the city was so complete that neither' 
shopkeepers, neighbourhood groups 
nor the Lebanese Government can 
hope to start rebuilding without 
massive foreign assistance. 

So bullet-ridden, shelled-out 
buildings remain where they fell, 
but, as the cab driver said, life con- 
tinues. 

The real devastation In Beirut was 
centered In the northeast sector, in 
the old commercial centre apd along 
the Damascus road which today 
divides the Christian and Moslem 
sectors. 

Although the entire city suffered 
daily from indiscriminate shelling 
and wild bullets, about two-thirds of 
Beirut escaped heavy damage and 
remains functioning. 


A walk down Hamra Street, an 
East-West thoroughfare and 
developing centre of business and 
shopping, otters little evidence that 
Beirut was crippled by war for 
months. 

Today Hamra Street is even more 
alive with commerce because of the 
influx of sellers displaced from other 
parts of town. - 

All goods are presumed to 
have been looted during the war, but 
neither the Syrian troops nor the 
Lebanese security police seem to 
care. With inflation already at 80 per 
cent. and- qHmbing, the booty. is a 
grateful bargain. 

. Walking east or north from Hamra 
jolts one back to the war. The old 
business and banking sector of Bab 
Edriss, where some of the hottest 
and longest fighting took place, is 
now commonly called "Stalingrad." 

No building is habitable or 
rebuildable on many streets in this 
area. Tourist attractions like the 
Great Mosque , first a church built by 
the Crusaders and later converted to 
a Moslem holy house, is a bullet- 
pocked shell. The alley-way flower 
and Jewelry “Suqs,” or markets, are 
trash heaps. 

The Parliament building on the 
. Place de l'Etoile is still standing but 
Is gutted, charred and windowless. 

The port of Beirut, once the busiest 
in the Arab world, is mostly a 
wasteland of burned and bombed 
warehouses. 

The major resort hotels along the 
north shore — the St George, the 
Phoenicia, the Holiday Inn and the 
unfinished Beirut Hilton — show the 
effects of their use as strongholds 
and targets throughout most of the 
war. They are uninhabitable today. 

A tour of this ghostly area brings 
one quickly back to a cafe on Hamra 
Street, where the aftermath of the 
, war seems so far away.

PROMISES. PROMISES — “all we 
ever get are promises." laments 
Syria's "al-Thawra" daily, while 
complaining that the oil-rich Arab 
states were evading their pledges to 
share their wealth with their 
developing sister countries. It added 
that all the needy Arab states were 
getting was a "pool of excuses to 
justify the long delays” in receiving 
aid. 

"Al-Thawra" gives pages of 
statistics stressing that the oil- 
producing Arab states were not hav- 
ing more than their share of world's 
wealth. What is upsetting, the paper 
notes. Is that almost, all the money 
being earned is heaped in European 
and American banks... "where just 
through devaluation the Arabs lost 
83 billion last year." 

"Al-Thawra" begged to ask why 
Arab money seems to have such a 
natural affinity for the banks of the 
West while, when it comes to the 
Arab world, "the flow of cash seems 
to develop sudden constipation." 

The paper estimates that In 1976 
the Arab world earned 842.5 billion 
from oil. Of that sum $9.3 billion 
were deposited in the U.S. and $28.8 
billion more In European banks. In 
1974 the amount deposited with 
European and American banks was 
"at least f57 billion," the' paper 
claims. 

The paper cautioned that the - 
Arabs should reassess the political 
repercussions of placing the bulk of 
their wealth in non-Arab hands. 
Europe and the U.S. could — "and 
the day will come when they will" — 
exert tremendous political pressure 
on the Arabs by virtue of their con- 
trol over Arab money. Already, the 
paper says, there are restrictions in 
most Western countries limiting 
Arab investment to companies 
which need an injection of capital.

“But worse," the paper adds, "the 
time will come when America and 
Europe will freeze Arab assets... 
making us mere pawns in the 
moulding of our destinies/’ 

THE DAMASCUS daily "Tishrin" 
reports that the Syrian Students’ 
Oziganizatidn this past month opened 
three new branches in Yugoslavia, 
bringing the total number of offices 
in that country to 16. The students' 
organization also has offices in 
Spain. Czechoslovakia, Korea, Cuba, 
Greece, Turkey and most of the Arab 
countries. All in all the paper 
reports, there are some 1,500 Syrian 
students studying abroad — most of 
them in the Arab world. 

RWANDA AND' LIBYA have Just 
completed a series of talks, we read 
in "el-Jihad" this week. 

The only agreement the two coun- 
tries could come up with after days 
of negotiation was a pact for the 
"mutual encouragement of 
tourism." Rwanda's representative 
noted, however, that it may take 
some time before bis people start 
travelling around the world "having 


the misfortune to be among the 
lowest lncome,earners in the world." 

AND NOW we know that the late 
Chou En-Iai was not an anti-Semite. 
Mohammed Hassanein Heykal, 
writing in the Lebanese "al-Anwar" 
last week, said that the late Chinese 
Premier made the foUowin. : state- 
ment during an Interview: 

"I, and the people of China, have 
always opposed the State of Israel, 
not because we hate the Jews, but 
because we are opposed to the 
Zionist idea." Chou was quoted as 
adding: _ 

"We are not anti-Semites. We 
know of some excellent Jews. Look 
at Karl Marx, Einstein and even at 
Henry Kissinger..." 

THE ARABS are on the threshold of 
the space age according to Kuwait's 
"al-Hadaf." At a recent conference 
in Cairo the Arab Communications 
Ministers decided that the time has 
come for the Arabs to launch their 
own satellite "to facilitate com- 
munications between the Arab 
world." The target date set for the 
launching: mid -1978. The projected 
initial cost of the project is 8100m. 

FINALLY. "Akbar el-Yom" reports 
that a decision has been reached to 
establish a Moslem. bank in England. 
This would give clients services "ac- 
cording to the principles set down by 
the Koran and. the Sunna," 
presumably without Interest. The 
bank is meant to help Moslems in 
England, to purchase property and 
give mortgages to those Moslems 
who need them. The bank would not 
be opposed, the report says, to otter- 
ing its services to those of other 
faiths, against “the recognized ser- 
vice charge at other banking in- 
stitutions."

Israel is Africa’s trump card 


AT A TIME when there is disunity 
among members of the Organization 
of African Unity, it was a shot in the 
arm for black African politicians 
that the recent Afro- Arab summit in 
Cairo ended on a happy note all 
round. 

The provision of $l.45b. in charity 
funds to African states from mainly 
the oil-rich Arabs confounded the 
earlier sceptics. It went far to still 
black African critics who complain- 
ed that they got little in return for 
turning their backs on Israel and 
changed the minds of those tempted 
to resume relations with the Jewish 
State. 

For long the Africans found fault 
with the Arabs for not getting 
cheaper oil: they had but to look at 
the French example to see that tac- 
tics did not work with the profit- 
minded oil producers. It became ap- 
parent that the only way to keep 
black African support for the Arab 
cause was to funnel a little of their oil 
lucre into empty African cotters. 

This came about only after Arabs 
and Africans snapped and snarled at 
each other in the Foreign Ministers' 
meeting held on the eve of the sum- 
mit In the.end, the conference ended 
on a note of euphoria, with the 
winners being the Arab bloc, namely 
Egypt and Saudi Arabia. 

The last OAU crisis. It must be 
remembered, was caused by an 


Arab member. It was Morocco 
which announced last month in 
Lome, Togo, at a Foreign Ministers' 
conference that it would quit the 
OAU until further notice. 

This was because an OAU mission, 
sent to Benin to probe the involve- 
ment of mercenaries in an un- 
successful coup attempt in January 
16. quoted local witnesses as saying 
that Morocco and Gabon bad 
assisted - the invasion by training 
gunmen on their soil. Morocco also 
didn't like the presence at that 
meeting of a member of the "Sahara 
Arab Democratic Republic" set up a 
year ago by the Polisario rebels who 
have been waging an Algerian- 
supported war for independence in 
Western Sahara, now occupied by 
Morocco and Mauretania. 

THE SUMMIT in Cairo was a 
triumph for Egyptian President 
Sadat. It came six weeks after his 
prestige was shaken by food price 
riots. Egyptians at the summit took 
pain in pointing out that nearly 30 
per cent of Africa is Arab: Somalia, 
Sudan, Egypt, Libya, Tunisia, 
Algeria, Morocco and Mauretania. 

Egypt's loud support for the black- - 
white guerrilla war in Southern 
Africa played its part in producing 
joint condemnation of "imperialism, 
apartheid and all forms of racial and 
religious discrimination, especially 


in Africa, Palestine and the occupied 
Arab territories." 

The most important role at the 
summit, however, was played by 
Saudi Arabia which for the first time 
made Its influence felt tellingly on 
the black Africans. 

In the preparatory meeting, the 
Saudis angered the Africans by re- 
jecting African financial demands 
which were termed exaggerated. 
But in the need, the Saudis kicked 
tlirougb with 51b.. while the other oil- 
rich Arabs put another $4 50m. Into 
the African kitty. 

It obviously hurt such needy coun- 
tries as Egypt. Syria, Lebanon and 
Jordan to see so much funds being 
poured out so for away from home, 
but they had to swallow this un- 
pleasantness. For even King Hussein 
got his share of African applause by 
gallantly donating 51m., which in 
any case must have originated from 
the oil wells of Saudi Arabia. 

• The Saudis probably hope that 
money will stop further radicaliza- 
tion of African states whose 
guerrillas In Southern ‘ Africa are 
leaning ever more to the left. 

The oil chieftains, however, may 
-yet -regret their generosity since 
African appetite, like that of other 
mortals, can only grow. And the 
Africans know they can always flash 
their trump card at the Arabs. That 
card is Israel.

WTIH THE. selection of Its Knesset list the Democratic Move- 
ment for Change has established Itself as a contender in the 
forthcoming elections. 

The DMC members have returned a list fairly balanced 
between the constituent groups and led by the recognized 
leaders of these founding groups. 

The most impressive aspect of last week's vote and the an- 
nouncement of the results was the degree of Internal trust evinc- 
ed by members, few, If any, of whom understood the complexity 
of the internal electoral system. It would be normal -for dis- 
gruntled candidates who did not make it Into the “realistic" top 
places to threaten to sit out the Knesset elections or to drop out 
of the party they had just joined. Such threats have not 
materialized, although it would not be surprising If there were 
some such disaffection as the campaign progresses. 

What disappointed the party’s own leaders most was the 
failure of the candidates of the Oded and Zionist Panther 
movements to place higher In the list. Thjb failure clearly 
marks the DMC as a party of the politically interested but dis- 
affected middle class. As such It largely mirrors the image of 
much of the Alignment and half or more of the Likud. 

For a party that has emblazoned the slogan of “change" on its 
banner, this might constitute a problem as it seeks to enlarge 
the dimensions of its support. 

TO be sure, the election campaign is just now beginning in 
earnest and there is every sign that these elections will be the 
first wide-open unpredictable vote that Israel has had in- its 29 
years. The DMC'a leader, Prof. Tadln, now firmly and formally 
established In his position, has not yet had a major Impact on 
wide sectors of the electorate. Although this may well have been 
the result of conscious campaign strategy in order not to “peak" 
too soon. It means that the final 6-7 weeks of the campaign will 
determine the party's electoral fate. 

Moreover, there Is a general Impression that the DMC will 
have to adopt a change in image and In programme to meet the 
requir em ents of “success” in the second and crucial stage. 

The DMC'a good showings in preliminary public opinion polls 
-are clearly an indication that it is riding. on a groundswell 
among the electorate. But coasting along on such a wave will 
not be enough against a practised Labour electoral machine and 
the Likud, which senses its big, and perhaps, final chance. 

The DMC has been charged, not without justification, with 
presenting an electoral platform which la suspiciously similar 
to that of one or both of the other major parties. And now, even 
the issues of electoral reform and Internal democratization 
seem to have been coopted by the other parties. 

These latter issues, Important as they may be, are not the 
primary questions which perturb Israel today. It will be a test of 
the seriousness of the DMC challenge to see whether It will be 
able to grow beyond Its early, somewhat narcissistic Involve- 
ment with its own internal processes, and address Itself to the 
real problems — foreign and domestic — which beset the nation. 


How to lose tax money 


LAST WEEK’S decision by the Knesset Finance Committee to 
authorize the income tax administration to collect Income tax 
on the basis of a computer-calculated assessment lain effect a 
moratorium on most of tbe outstanding tax debt. Many of the 
860,000 still outstanding assessments date back to 1972 and 
1973. 

The income tax authorities estimate that through these 
computer-calculated assessments , they will be able to collect 
some ILL billion. But the real tax debt contained In these un- 
finished assessments is much higher and has been estimated by 
one authority at HAb. The Knesset Finance Committee's deci- 
sion to rely on the computer rests on the fact that the Income tax 
administration is short of the qualified staff needed to deal with 
these assessments. The existing staff will barely be able to cope 
with current assessments. 

This tax moratorium only shows what a high price the govern- 
ment pays for its inability to deal effectively and rationally with 
the civil service. Instead of quietly, efficiently and rationally 
finding ways to retain qualified staff, taking Into account the ac- 
tual situation on the labour market and the competition for the 
same kind of skills, the government has dragged out wage 
negotiations, has yielded only under pressure and only after 
large numbers of qualified civil servants have left, and will 
finally pay the wage increases to those who remained behind. 

For the sake of several tens of millions a year, the state will 
probably lose several billions of revenue.

EXPORTS ALONE 
ARE NOT ENOUGH 


Finance Minister Bablnowitz and: his advisers 
evidently believe that exports alone can carry the 
economy into growth* - writes Meir Merhav* .He 
argues against this* and says that domestic growth 
need not conflict with a growing orientation 
towards exports. “The idea that expansion is alux- 
ury, is worse than wrong- It is dangerous.” \ 


A SPECTRE Is haunting the balls of 
the Treasury —the spectre of renew- 
ed economic growth. At his press 
conference last Wednesday, Finance 
Minister Yehoshua Rabinowitr once 
again paraded the familiar trophies 
of his victory over the forces of ex- 
pansion. 

True, he also spoke with engaging 
frankness of failures of his policy; 
particularly with regard to wages, 
but that Is not our concern in Oils ar- 
ticle. it Is the main thrust of his 
policy rather than the minor 
aberrations that Is fundamentally 
wrong. Worse stQl, pursued much 
longer, this policy Is likely not only to 
defeat its own purposes but also to do 
the country’s economic and social 
development lasting damage in 
nearly every sphere. 

Mr.. Rabinowitz believes that we 
cannot afford to start growing again 
unless we have first had large-scale 
unemployment, prolonged depres- 
sion of the domestic market, and a 
marked improvement in the balance 
of payments. 

The stagnation of our GNP must 
be quickened- only by expansion Into 
exports. Domestic growth must be 
kept down at all coats — no increase 
in private consumption, no better 
education, no better health, no im- 
proved services. At best, we must 
aim at keeping the overall quality of 
life from becoming more squalid. 
This is supposed to ensure that we 
outpace our competitors abroad In 
technical progress, give hope to our 
youth, and make them participate 
more fully in building a future. This 
will attract aliya and deter yerlda. 
Export or' die. 


THE FINANCE MINISTER and Ms 
advisers evidently believe that ex- 
ports atone can carry the economy 
Into growth. Producers must learn 
that the home market will not only 
became progressively less 
profitable, but that it will alsohot ex- 
pand. They must be forced to yield 
up the workers they hoard against 
better times to come, so that ex- 
porters can hire them. 

Overshadowing all is the fear that 
any lifting ot the lid on domestic ex- 
pansion will once again push up our 
imports, deter producers from ex- 
porting, again gear investment to 
the idiosyncrasies of the domestic 
market and thus put to naught all 
that has allegedly been achieved 
since 1971. 

One fatal flaw in this reasoning is 
the new-fangled belief that an 
economy can grow by sole reliance 
on exports. Another is the supposi- 


tion that exports ore the only means 
of improving our payments balance. 
A third is the mistaken idea that peo- 
ple will accept the stagnation, or 
even some sacrifice, of living stan- 
dards without some assurance that 
this la a temporary investment for a 
better future. 

As proof of the wisdom and effec- 
tiveness of Its policy, the Treasury 
proudly points to the impressive 80 
( per cent growth of industrial exports 
in 1976; Yet to 'see. a causal link 
between policy and economic perfor- 
mance is, at least in part, spurious, 
and likely to be more so as time goes 

OIL. 

No one will dispute that the 
devaluations, which have raised the 
price of exports, and of Imports 
relative to that of domestic output, 
together with a shrinking domestic 
market, have deflected some in- 
dustrial capacity to exports. This re- 
orientation of production has still left 
us with 15-20 per cent cyclical excess 
capacity (cyclical meaning that less 
is currently produced than could 
have been produced wi*h the existing 
capital stock, hut without any 
change in the ways in Which that 
stock is utilized) » This extra capaci- 
ty, we are told. Is largely useless for 
exports, for. most of It can produce 
only non-tradeable goods. Any 
attempt to activate It will merely 
lead to soaring Imports. 

But If the 15-20 per cent of excess 
capacity remaining after the grand 
performance of 1976 is useless for ex- 
ports, what need Is there to raise tbe 
v profitability of exports still further? 
v Ah. we shall be told, but we must in- 
duce producers to invest in new ex- 
port industries, for all our future 
growth must come from such new, 
export-oriented capacity. 


One therefore suspects that a good 
part of the export performance in 
1976 had Its origins in the economic 
boom which lasted imtill9T3 and that 
It reflects the long-run dynamics of' 
Israel's industrial development 
which, in search of larger scale, 
spontaneously turned to the foreign 
market. The depression of the home 
market may have accelerated that 
trend — but aa Dan Tolkovaky has 
pointed out — a hyper-inflation is not 
conducive to new investment. And, 
we may add, new industries must 
have some home base, at least in- 
itially. 

The analysis of what happened In 
1976, which still awaits detailed em- 
pirical investigation, leads one to 
think that domestic growth may not 
conflict with a growing orientation 
towards exports. On the contrary, it 
may be a necessary condition for it. 

Still, the fear of renewed expan- 
sion remains, mainly because of 
balance of payments considerations. 
The question therefore Is whether 
renewed growth need be as costly, In 
terms of permissible living stan- 
dards and foreign ' exchange re- 
quirements, as tiie neo-Spartans 
would have us believe. 

Tbe crux of the matter la the im- 
port coat of renewed growth — and 
this, I believe, can be reduced 
significantly. We need not take the 
existing economic structure as un- 
changeable and we can. through 


changes no more painful and 
politically difficult than existing 


politically difficult than existing 
policy, produce much more without 
to vesting proportionately more. We 
can also substitute for more imports. 


APART FROM that proportion of 
output which was diverted to ex- 
ports, a good part of the additional 
exports of 1976 undoubtedly came 
from new, export-oriented in- 
dustries. That part of the 1976 export 
growth can therefore have little to do 
with the devaluation of November, 
.1974 or the creeping devaluation 
started in June, 1975. 

Exports realised in 1076 must have 
had their origins in investment 
decisions taken in 1072-78 and In 
sales efforts begun in 1974-76. It 
takes two to five years to install and 
run in new capacity. The idea that an 
expansion of exports from capacity 
planned and set up at a time when no 
one yet dreamt of Mr. Rablnowits's 
new policy strains even the most 
naive credulity. 


THE MOST REGENT study of the 
capital utilisation rate Is that of 
David Mora we tz of the Falk Founda- 
tion. He found that in the boom year 
of 1972, our industry utilized its 
capital stock to an average of 60 per 
cent. The boom being long since 
over, today’s excess -capacity Is cer- 
tainly much larger. The main deter- 
minant of the rate at which capacity 
is utilized, according to Morawets, Is 
the capital/labour ratio. The bigger 
the capital invested per worker — 
arid the higher the cost of that capital 
— the more intensively it will he us- 
ed. Which makes sense even without 
precise statistical analysis. 

Let us make a simple calculation. 
Our Industrial capital stock is today 
probably something like IL45b. at 
1076 price*. With that capital, we 
produced last year a gross industrial 
output of about IL76b. Leaving 
everything as la, which means work- 
ing the some number of shifts, buy- 


ing an expensive machine and 
operating it two hours a week, just 
because “it's convenient to have it" 
and so forth, we would need to invest 
HA .5b. to produce IL7.5b. more out- 
put 

But that additional investment will 
cost us some 6300m. in imports* 
alone. Even if oil the additional out- 
put were to be exported, it would 
mean only 3600m. more gross output, 
containing about |3Q0m. of added 
value. In the short run, therefore, the 
investment would cost us as much aa 
we could earn from it even .if it 
started to. produce right away. In 
reality it wUl cost more, for invest- 
ment takes years to mature. Hence 
the fear of expansion which, for 
several years, may cause the 
payments balance to deteriorate. 

But can. the rate of utilization of 
- capital be increased by economic 
measures? Can we have more output 
at a lower cost, and, moreover; have 
it more quickly? Given the -con- 
clusions of Morawetz’a study, the 
answer must be an unqualified yea. 
A MERE REFLATION of domestic 
demand would by Itself bring about a 
higher utilization , of idle capacity, 
just as happened in 1966, when in- 
dustrial output shot up by 30 per cent 
without price increases. At tbe 
same time, however, the structural - 
waste of capital began to be renewed 
by fresh investments cut to the old 
pattern. This became noticeable 
only two years later, when the new 
capacity began to be Installed. 

If a recurrence of that develop! 
meat, supported by the heavy sub- 
sidization of capital investment, Is to - 
be avoided, a reflation of domestia 
demand alone would be harmful. It 
must be accompanied by measures 
designed to intensify the use of ex- 
isting capital and to deter firms from 
again investing in excess equipment 
and machinery. Conversely, If In- 
vestment were to be depressed by 
making capital dearer, without at 
the same time pulling up aggregate - 
demand by allowing consumption- to 
go up somewhat, by substituting 
mare defence imports and by public 
investment, the economy would be 
pushed only deeper Into a slump. 

Hbw can capital be made dearer so 
that firms would have a powerful in- 
centive to use it more intensively? 
Ideally, they should be made to pay 
the full economic cost of their 
capital. To revoke past 
development-loan contracts and 
raise the interest rate la, however, 
politically and legally not feasible.

Does he dare to walk 
at night through any street in any 
city In the U.S. A? 

If It is true that "a committed Jew 
can live a very rich and full life In 
North America," how come that 6 
million American Jews did not 
produce a single native-born Yiddish 
or Hebrew poet or writer, while 3 
million Israeli Jews created such a 
rich literature? How about assimila- 
tion, intermarriage, alienation? 
Isn't it obvious that Jewish life In the 
U.S. would be doomed within a cou- 
ple of generations, if Israel did not 
exist as a rallying point? 

As to the question of aliya and 
yerida, let's face one simple sad 
fact. The main reason for the small 
trickle of aliya from North America 
Is not so much the quality of life In 


Israel (which plays only a secondary 
role) , but the attraction of the Jews 
to the "fleahpota.” Even the Jeweled 
on the very 'first aliya by . Moses 
wanted to return to the flesbpota of 
Egypt, although their "quality of 
life" as slaves of Pharaoh was not 
exactly of a very high standard. 

There is one cardinal point that 
Mr. Cohen forgets completely; in 
Israel, we Jews are a majority for 
the first time in 2000 years and not a 
minority subject to anti-Semitism in 
various degrees. Mr. Oohen la, ap- 
parently, of the opinion that “it can- 
not happen here," a dogma held by 
the German Jews before Hitler. I do 
not want to speculate what may 
happen to American Jews in case of 
an economic calamity and runaway 
Inflation like the one that befell Ger- 
many before Hitler, but we can 


always count on various Argentina*. 
South African, Rhodes las, Soviet 
Russias, etc. to provide oUm. It may 
be unpalatable to admit that, 
persecution is a stronger aliya 
provider than pure idealism, but We 
have to remember that one of the 
basic tenets of Zionism Is that Jews' 
happen to be ah “undigortable” 
minority among nations, which 
sooner or later turn against them. 
Therefore, a Jewish homeland is a 
vital national necessity and as -such - 
will always be assured of a flow of. 
olim, although this flow may have its 
ups and downs. 

By all means let us try to improve 
the quality of life in Israel, but let ua 
not live under the illusion that tills is 
the most decisive factor in attracting 
aUy*- DR. JACOB ROSIE
